d iscip lin es thro u gho u t Ohio . The gro u p 
is d iv id ed in to sev eral chap ters, all 
tied to the state o rgan izatio n , which in 
tu rn , is affiliated with the Natio n al 
So ciety o f Pro fessio n al En gin eers. 
As the rep resen tativ e bo d y o f Ohio 
en gin eers, OSPE has as its gen eral 
o bjectiv es “the ad v an cemen t o f the 
scien tific, p ro fessio n al an d eco n o mic 
in terest o f the en gin eer, an d the 
m ain ten an ce o f the in tegrity o f 
p ro fessio n al p ractice,” as o u tlin ed in 
its Co n stitu tio n . 
Smith, cu rren tly ad m in istrativ e 
assistan t fo r the Ohio Dep artmen t o f 
Tran sp o rtatio n ’s Div isio n o f Highway s 
in Co lu mbu s, has set sev eral sp ecific 
go als fo r OSPE in 19 74, ev o lv in g 
aro u n d these o bjectiv es. 
“We’re go in g to d o a lo t mo re lo b­ 
by in g. In the p ast, we hav en ’t been 
co n su lted 
to 
a 
great 
len gth 
o n 
legislatio n . Bu t the ro le o f the en gin eer 
is fin ally bein g reco gn ized , an d n o w is 
the time fo r u s to be heard ,” Smith 
say s. “We’v e liv ed within o u rselv es 
to o lo n g.” 
Becau se en gin eers hav en ’t been 
co n su lted o n legislativ e m atters, 
ad d itio n al p ro blems hav e resu lted , 
acco rd in g to Smith. 
“ Mo st o f o u r p ro blems are the resu lt 
o f so lu tio n s,” he remark s, an d cites 
the cu rren t fu el sho rtage as o n e 
ex amp le. “It’s n o t gen erally talk ed 
abo u t, bu t by switchin g so mu ch o f 
in d u stry ’s n atu ral reso u rces fro m co al 
to o il in o rd er to so lv e en v iro n men tal 
p ro blems, we created a fu el sho rtage,” 
Smith say s. “So , y o u see, what was 
d ev elo p ed as a so lu tio n to o n e p ro blem 
has resu lted in sev eral o ther p ro blems 
o f far greater co n seq u en ce.” 
The en gin eer p lay s his cru cial ro le in 
the d ev elo p in g o f so lu tio n s. That’s why 
his co n su ltatio n 
is so imp o rtan t. 
Acco rd in g to Smith, the “catch” 
p hrase in the so lu tio n o f an y matter is 
the term “p ro p erly en gin eered .” 
“If p ro p erly en gin eered , almo st 
an y thin g is feasible,” he states. “Tak e 
the Alask a Oil Pip elin e, fo r ex amp le. 
Legislato rs had it bo ttled u p in co m­ 
mittee fo r abo u t two y ears, d ebatin g 
whether o r n o t it was feasible. It 
fin ally to o k a fo rcefu l act o n the p art o f 
the Natio n al So ciety o f Pro fessio n al 
En gin eers to get the thin g go in g. 
“We fo rmed a task fo rce, stu d ied the 
p ro blem, then p resen ted a reso lu tio n 
statin g that ‘if p ro p erly en gin eered , 
the p ip elin e wo u ld cau se n o d an ger to 
the en v iro n men t.’ Who co u ld q u arrel 
with u s? Two week s later the p ip elin e 
bill was o u t o f co mmittee, o n the flo o r 
an d p assed , 
an d n o w 
ev ery o n e’s 
wo rk in g lik e mad to gather materials, 
co mp lete the d esign an d d o the 
en gin eerin g.” 
“We’v e go t to d o mo re o f that,” 
Smith states emp hatically . 
Ru n n in g alo n g these lin es is the 
So ciety ’s cu rren t p u sh to brin g 
en gin eers in in d u stry u n d er the 
registratio n law. Labeled as H. B. 38 8 , 
it will req u ire a registered en gin eer to 
o v ersee in d u stry man u factu rin g. 
“It’s wro n g to p ermit a man u fac­ 
tu rer to d esign an d p u t o n the mark et 
an y so rt o f co n trap tio n he p leases that 
lo o k s lik e a go o d sellin g p o in t, bu t may 
n o t be so u n d ly en gin eered ,” say s 
Smith in ex p lain in g the bill. “It’s a 
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d an ger to the p u blic, an d we will 
co n tin u e to wo rk o n the p assin g o f the 
bill.” 
Smith also feels the So ciety ’s 
ren ewed effo rts alo n g the lin es o f 
registratio n will help to stren gthen 
ad heren ce to ex istin g laws. As he p u ts 
it, “We fin ally hav e so me teeth an d are 
gettin g a measu re o f su ccess o u t o f o u r 
effo rts. The registratio n laws are 
go in g to mean so methin g.” 
In clu d ed in Smith’s o ther go als fo r 
OSPE are activ ities in v o lv in g im­ 
p ro v ed co mmu n icatio n with members. 
“We are an activ e, go in g so ciety , an d 
we are d o in g thin gs fo r en gin eers. We 
n eed to let them k n o w o f ev ery thin g we 
d o .” An ex ten siv e p u blic relatio n s 
p ro gram is p lan n ed fo r 19 74. “It’s an 
in tern al p ro gram as well as ex tern al.” 
It’s clearly ev id en ced Smith has high 
asp iratio n s fo r OSPE. In fact, his 
en thu siasms fo r the 1974 go als are v ery 
in d icativ e o f his character. “I seem to 
be imbu ed with en thu siasm fo r 
ev ery thin g I d o ,” he say s. An d n o 
statem en t co u ld mo re ad eq u ately 
d escribe Charlie Smith.

Its jo b is to an n o u n ce that can cer 
cells hav e ap p eared in the bo d y , an d 
then to su mmo n scav en ger white blo o d 
cells to attack them. 
The n ew fin d in g is p art o f the in ­ 
tricate “lan gu age” by which bo d y 
cells an d sy stems co mmu n icate with 
o n e an o ther. 
Fo r ex amp le, when flu v iru ses o r TB 
germs in v ad e the bo d y , the co m­ 
mu n icatio n s sy stems su mmo n white 
blo o d cells o r an tibo d ies to attack 
them. The v iru ses o r germs are rec­ 
o gn ized as bein g fo reign bo d ies. 
Can cer cells also are fo reign , o r n o t 
n o rmal. 
On e d efen se again st them is 
macro p hages, o r scav en gin g o r k illin g 
white blo o d cells. 
Bu t they n eed to be to ld what to 
attack , to be giv en the alarm. 
An d the alarm is so u n d ed by a 
p ro tein su bstan ce in blo o d p lasma 
called “ reco gn itio n facto rs,” Dr. 
Nicho las DiLu zio o f Tu lan e Un iv ersty 
Scho o l o f Med icin e to ld a semin ar fo r 
scien ce writers sp o n so red by the 
American Can cer So ciety to d ay . 
The reco gn itio n facto rs, abbrev iated 
as RF, are fo u n d in n o rmal blo o d .

Tu lan e scien tists recen tly iso lated 
RF. 
Patien ts with can cer hav e mu ch less 
o f the RF, they fin d . The mo re ad ­ 
v an ced the d isease is, the less the 
amo u n t o f RF. Bu t the RF lev el can 
bo u n ce back if mu ch o f the can cer has 
been remo v ed su rgically o r o therwise 
treated effectiv ely .

Pickaway County 4-H Club News

The use of an oral vaccine, prepared 
by a veterinarian from a bacterial 
culture collected from the herd to be 
treated, may someday help swine 
producers prevent a complex and 
troublesome disease of baby pigs. The 
technique has proven highly effective 
in trials on Ohio Agricultural Research 
and Development Center test animals 
and is now being field tested in com­ 
mercial herds. 


The disease is called neonatal 
colibacillosis. It’s caused by many 
strains of E. coli bacteria. The disease 
shouldn’t become a major problem 
under good sanitation and 
top 
management. 
However, the large 
number of susceptible pigs and other 
factors which favor the increase in 
bacterial populations in entensively 
used farrowing houses makes the 
disease a current problem. The 
disease strikes baby pigs very early in 
life with losses ranging up to more 
than 50 per cent, depending on the age 
and vigor of the pigs, the promptness 
of effective treatment, the bacterial 
strains involved, and other factors. 


Producers, 
veterinarians, 
and 
researchers have been wrestling with 
the problem for years. Incidence of the 
disease has increased in modern in­ 
tensive farrowing systems. A number 
of commercial products are marketed 
for vaccinating sows before farrowing, 
but none has proven highly effective. 
OARDC veterinary researcher E. M. 
Kohler is encouraged with favorable 
results he’s achieved with an oral 
vaccine developed from one of the 
more virulent strains of E. coli. Live

bacteria were obtained from a 
diseased pig, purified, and cultured in 
an inexpensive medium. This was 
poured over, or mixed into sow feed for 
3 successive days during the month 
prior to farrowing. 
Immunity to the strain of bacteria 
from which the vaccine was prepared 
was passed through the sow’s milk to 
her nursing pigs. Kohler has tried 
intramuscular injections of the live 
vaccine, but says the oral vaccine is 
much more effective. 
Kohler is confident that the oral 
vaccine works. He wants to evaluate it 
now under all the variables existing in 
commercial herds and determine 
whether or not there is any cross­ 
protection against other E. coli 
strains. 
Eventually, he expects the system to 
work this way: a producer noting 
diarrhea in baby pigs would call his 
veterinarian who would diagnose the 
problem himself or with the assistance 
of the state diagnostic laboratory. A 
culture of E coli would be taken from a 
diseased animal, purified, and used to 
produce the oral vaccine. Kohler 
points to the safety of this procedure 
since only E. coli already present in 
the herd are used. 
One point the OARDC veterinarian 
emphasizes is that the first and most 
important way to combat colibacillosis 
is to avoid it by practicing good 
sanitation, eliminating stresses on 
animals caused by poor ventilation or 
chilling, 
and 
following 
good 
management. These steps hould help 
minimize incidence of the disease. The 
vaccination is an additional protective 
measure to assist in disease preven­ 
tion. It should not be regarded as a 
substitute for good management.

Vegetable and Flower Plants 
Looks like there will be a shortage of 
vegetable and flower plants, called 
bedding plants, this spring. According 
to Horticulturists Harry K. Tayama 
and William M. Brooks at The Ohio 
State University, high food prices have 
already increased demands for garden 
seed, fertilizers, and bedding plants. 
Plants expected to be in extreme 
shortage include tomato, pepper, and 
onion plants. Flower plants include 
petunia, impatient, begonia, and 
marigold. Geraniums will be short, 
too, due to shortages in clay and 
plastic pots. 
Brooks and Tayama suggest that 
those interested in raising their own 
vegetable and flower gardens this year 
make arrangements for plants early 
and get them out as soon as the chance 
of frost has decreased to 10 per cent or 
less. Cool season plants may be 
planted as soon as the soil can be 
prepared. 
Soil Preparation 
For those who have never done any 
gardening, a few tips are in order 
concerning the soil. 
Selecting the garden spot is im­ 
portant. Most homes are landscaped 
with the land sloping from the house to 
a lower waterway type drainage way 
between the houses or to a similar area 
at the back of the lot. Unfortunately, 
most home owners will establish the 
garden spot at the back of the lot or 
along the side in these low, poorly 
drained soils that stay wet and un-

workable longer that the rest of the 
yard. If this is the only place you can 
establish your garden, better get some 
railroad ties and outline the garden. 
Fill the ties with good soil, thus raising 
your garden spot above the wet area. 
There are few yards that don’t have 
basement clay spread over them. This 
clay is heavy, tight soil that makes it 
difficult to grow plants. To have a good 
garden, one must mix equal amounts 
of organic and inorganic materials and 
spade this mixture into the garden 
spot. Organic materials include such 
things as peat moss, perlite, peanut 
hulls, and leaf mold. Inorganic 
materials are coarse perlite, sand 
(coarse), and calcined Clay. A two to 
three layer of this mixture should be 
worked into the top 6 to 8 inches of your 
garden soil. 
You should not work the soil while it 
is wet, however, because this will ruin 
the soil for a long time to come. Check 
soil for wetness by occasionally turn­ 
ing over a spadeful. If it breaks up 
easily, it is dry enough to work. 
Once you have applied organic and 
inorganic mixture to the soil, have a 
soil test made. Supplies and in­ 
formation for taking samples are 
available at your local County 
Extension Office.

Good Soil Is A Must 
For Spring Gardening 
News For Homemakers

High food prices, no doubt, will force 
many home owners to plant “ in­ 
flation’ ’ gardens this spring. There will 
be less backy ard grass to mow and 
more garden plants to care for, ac­

Brooks, Horticulturist, both of the Ohio 
State Univ ersity , 


The specialists point out that gar­ 
deners should av oid low, wet areas in 
the y ard such as drainage way s built to 
the landscape when the house was 
constructed. Select a 
well-drained 
area or use railroad ties filled with 
good soil to raise y our garden spot 
abov e the wet area. 


To the ex perienced 
gardener, 
conditioning and preparing the garden 
soil is no new undertaking. But to the 
newcomer, these steps in successful 
gardening must be giv en proper at­ 
tention. Arrangements for soil con­ 
ditioning materials must be made now, 
Tay ama and Brooks say . 
Most garden soils are ex tremely 


heav y and certain materials must be 
worked into these soils to make them 
porous and friable. Materials to use 
are peat moss, perlite, peanut hulls, 
and leaf mold. These are organic in 
nature. Inorganic materials include 
coarse perlite, coarse sand, and 
calcined clay , av ailable under dif­ 
ferent trade names. 
Mix equal 
amounts of organic and inorganic 
materials and apply a lay er of this 
mix ture 2 to 3 inches deep ov er the 
garden area. Then spade or till the 
lay er of materials into y our garden soil 
6 to 8 inches deep. 
Do not work the soil while it is wet. 
Apply organic and inorganic mix ture 
and work it into the soil only when the 
garden is dry . If the soil does not break 
up easily when spaded, or if a handful 
of squeezed soil does not bread up 
when dropped, the soil is too wet to 
work. 
Once y ou hav e applied the soil 
conditioning materials, and worked 
them into the garden soil, get a soil test 
made. Materials and information for 
taking soil samples are av ailable 
through 
y our 
local 
Cooperativ e 
Ex tension Serv ice Office.

It had gained 1.8 per cent or $30 from 
December to J anuary on an annual 
basis.

According to Bureau of Labor 
Statistics consumer figures, the an­ 
nual cost of a market basket for a 
theoretical household of 3.2 persons 
was $1,732 in February , based upon a 
3.1 per cent rise.

Did y ou know that it takes an 
av erage of 18 seconds for a tractor 
pulling two wagons to enter and clear 
the highway — 11 seconds when pulling 
only one wagon? 
During these 18 seconds at 50 miles 
per hour, a motorist will trav el more 
than one-quarter of a mile. 
“ These are facts,” say s W. E. 
Stuckey , Ex tension leader, Safety , 
The Ohio State Univ ersity . “ We 
av erage 36 tractor deaths per y ear in' 
Ohio and one-fifth of Ohio tractor 
deaths occur on the highway ,” he say s. 
To av oid highway tractor deaths, 
heed the following 10 lifesav ers: 
1. Be courteous; others hav e rights, 
too. 
2. Allow only reliable, competant 
operators to driv e tractors and other 
farm equipment on the highway . 
3. Don’t driv e on the highway during 
periods of heav y motor v ehicle trav el. 
4. Use the roadway or berm — not 
both. One wheel off and one wheel on 
the road is dangerous. 
5. Nev er driv e left of center. 
6 . Do not direct traffic past y ou on 
the highway . Pull off the roadway and 
allow cars to pass when sev eral are 
backed up behind y ou. 
7. Protect y ourself by hav ing a 
tractor and farm machines properly 
identified with a bright, slow mov ing 
v ehicle (SMC) emblem and lights. 
8 . Use caution when pulling onto or 
crossing the highway . 
9 . Do not carry ex tra passengers on 
farm equipment. 
10. It is y our responsibility to signal 
any change in direction.

Legislative Report

This week the House of Represen­ 
tatives approved legislation reforming 
Ohio’s campaign financing laws, 
allowing closer public scrutiny of the 
practices and preocedures used to 
finance election campaigns in this 
state. 
The bill makes many improvements 
in Ohio’s present campaign financing 
law, some of which are of particular 
importance. 
Candidates 
and their 
campaign committees are required by 
the legislation to disclose the amounts 
and sources of contributions before as 
well as after the election. This will 
allow citizens to know where a can­ 
didate’s campaign funds are coming 
from before they vote. 
Under the legislation all con­ 
tributions to a candidate would be 
handled by a single campaign com­ 
mittee, preventing the practice of 
spreading and hiding contributions 
among several committees. 
Ceilings are established on the 
amounts that can be spent in cam­ 
paigns for state and local office. The 
ceilings range from $1.5 million for 
Governor or U. S. Senator to several 
hundred dollars for a school board 
member. 
Under the legislation public em­ 
ployees cannot be made to contribute 
to a "flower fund” as a condition for 
continued employment. Contractors 
cannot be awarded, except through 
competitive bidding, to any business 
whose owner contributed more than 
$1,000 to the campaign of the of­ 
ficeholder responsible for the contract. 
Cash contributions are limited by the 
measure to no more than $100 by any 
individual to any campaign for any 
election. An Ohio Elections Com­ 
mission is established to enforce the 
Budget 
Plan Studied 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
is nearing passage of a far-reaching 
budget reform bill revising drastically 
the way Congress deals with federal 
spending. 
Sponsors contend it would enable 
Congress for the first time in the 
modern era of multibillion dollar 
budgets to act intelligently on annual 
budgets and to put some controls on 
spending. 
Conservatives contend the measure 
is too weak to be effective. But, in four 
days of debate, they have lost con­ 
sistently in efforts to toughen it. 
Both sides agree that the bill, 
scheduled to be voted on today, will be 
passed overwhelmingly. 
The bill would create a new Senate 
Budget 
Committee 
and 
a 
Congressional Office of the Budget to 
give Congress far more information 
than it now has on spending programs 
and tax revenues. 
But the heart of the measure would 
set up new procedures under which 
Congress, in effect, would adopt its 
own budget each year in place of the 
one submitted by the President. 
The bill would change the govern­ 
ment’s fiscal year to begin Oct. 1 in­ 
stead of July 1 to give Congress three 
additional months to make the new 
process work.

new campaign financing laws. The 
five-member commission would be 
comprised of four individuals ap­ 
pointed by the Secretary of State and 
one individual selected by those four. 
If the Senate agrees to House 
changes in the bill, and the measure is 
signed by the Governor, the provisions 
of the legislation could cover the 
November general elections. 
Enactment of the legislation will 
place Ohio among the ten states with 
strong campaign financing laws. 


legislation which bans drilling for 
oil and gas in Ieke Erie until July 1, 
1978 was approved by the House this 
week. This measure extends the 
present ban on such drilling for four 
more years. 
Eleven million people depend on 
Lake 
Erie for drinking water. 
Scientists testified that oil or gas leaks, 
if of sufficient volume and if un­ 
detected, could adversely affect water 
supplies of major Ohio cities within 24 
hours. 
Other states, including New York, 
Pennsylvania, and Michigan have 
adopted a policy banning drilling in 
Ijake Erie. Only 1 per cent of Ohio’s 
total energy needs could be met by 
such exploration and it would probably 
take twenty years to develop that 
potential. 


The House this week passed without 
a 
dissenting 
vote 
legislation 
overhauling Ohio’s probate laws which 
deal with wills and estates. 
The bill makes over 100 changes in 
existing law, many of which will 
benefit consumers. For example, the 
measure allows a house and one acre 
of land to be transferred without being 
subject to Ohio’s inheritance tax. 
Under present law, one-half the value 
of all real estate is taxed. The new 
provision will be of special benefit to 
small homeowners. 
The major changes included those 
providing that: 
Where there is a spouse and only one 
child, and no will, the first $10,000 plus 
one-half of the estate would go to the 
spouse, the remainder to the child; 
Where there is a surviving spouse 
and more than one child and no will, 
the spouse would receive the first 
$10,000 plus one-third of the balance of 
the estate, with the remainder going to 
the children; 
Where there is a surviving spouse 
and one or more parents of the 
deceased, the spouse receives the 
entire estate. 
The measure now goes to the Senate 
for its consideration.

November 11. The U. S. Congress 
changed Veterans Day to the fourth 
Monday in October effective last year. 
But, many veterans have continued to 
observe the holiday on November 11, 
the actual date the World War I ar­ 
mistice was signed. 
The Ohio House of Representatives 
and Senate have approved legislation 
restoring November 11 as Veterans 
Day. If approved by the Governor, the 
legislation would take effect in 90 days, 
in time for this year’s observance of 
the holiday.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Ohio’s 
director of transportation said today 
he has been assured the Federal Rail­ 
road Administration is backing away 
from its plan to abandon four per cent 
of the state’s rail trackage. 
J. Phillip Richley said the FRA has 
given “ reasonable assurances” the 
rail reduction will be less than one per 
cent. 
Richley said the assurances came 
after a March 13 meeting between 
federal officials and representatives of 
the Ohio Department of Economic and 
Community Development, the Public 
Utilities Commission of Ohio and the 
transportation department. 
Richley also urged the FRA to clear 
up doubts about what track would 
remain in the one per cent to be 
abandoned. 
“ If people are going to be affected, 
they should know at the earliest 
possible time,” Richley said. “ If they 
are not, then they should know that 
too.” 


Guard Strike 
Said Ended 


At 
Chillicoth 


CHILLICOTHE, Ohio (A P) - A 
strike by guards at the Chillicothe 
Correctional Institute has apparently 
ended, a spokesman for the Ohio 
Department of Rehabilitation and 
Corrections said today. 
The spokesman said pickets at the 
Ross County facility left and some 
striking guards reported for the 
Friday night shift. He added that the 
full complement of Saturday workers 
was expected to be on the job. 
“ It appears the situation is returning 
to normal,” he said. 
About 150 members of the American 
Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employes Local 1809 
walked off the job Thursday morning 
to protest a job rotation plan. 
The union and prison officials have 
since reached an agreement that 
would allow Supt. Frank Gray to 
continue new job assignments. The 
union agreed to end the strike. 
The prison and union officials began 
talking after Ross County Common 
Pleas Judge J. D. Ratcliff rejected a 
state plea for a temporary restraining 
order against the guards. 
Ratcliff requested that the two sides 
discuss the issues in the dispute. 
The institute has 1,200 inmates and 
about 450 employes.

NEW YORK (A P) - The 
Public Broadcasting Service 
is running a unique television 
experiment that’s literally 
out of this world. And it could 
radically change the way 
PBS stations get national 
programs. 
The agency is using a Cana­ 
dian satellite to relay TV 
shows 
from 
Canada 
to 
selected PBS stations hooked 
up to a mobile ground ter­ 
minal. The stations, 18 in all, 
are in the Northeast and 
Midwest. 
None of the programs are 
rebroadcast. 
The 
ex­ 
periment, which began at 
WETA in Washington, D.C., 
Feb. 19 and will end May 3 at 
KDIN in Des Moines, Iowa, 
only aims at checking the 
quality of the satellite signal 
at the various locations. 
The test was ordered in 
January as part of a study on 
the use of a satellite as a pos­ 
sible alternative method of 
linking PBS’ 244 stations. The 
stations, like their com­ 
mercial 
network 
coun­ 
terparts, now get most of 
their national programs over 
costly land lines. 
The Canadian satellite 
transmission 
system, 
in 
operation since early 1973, is 
being used because the first 
U.S. domestic satellite won’t 
go into operation until this 
summer, PBS, officials say. 
The ground terminal, a 25- 
foot dish-shaped antenna 
mounted on a van, is being 
shifted from station to station 
for the test. Today it’s sched­ 
uled to be at WEDH in Hart­ 
ford, Conn.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Nix o n 
ad m inistratio n’s m ajo r legislativ e 
p ro p o sals to sav e fu el by delay ing 
clean-air deadlines hav e receiv ed an 
initially mild recep tio n in Co ngress al­ 
tho u gh a fight may dev elo p later. 
After the adm inistratio n disclo sed 
Friday its p ackage to amend the 19 70 
Clean Air Act, Sen. Edmu nd Mu skie, 
D-Maine, chairm an o f a key en­ 
v iro nment su bco mmittee, said the new 
legislatio n co u ld hav e been far wo rse. 
He no ted rep o rts that the White Ho u se 
p lanned ev en fu rther effo rts to relax 
the law. 
The Natio nal Clean Air Co alitio n, an 
env iro nmental gro u p , said the ad­ 
m inistratio n w as p ro p o sing “ u n-, 
neccessary weakening o f the Clean Air 
Act.” Bu t earlier in the week, co n­ 
serv atio n gro u p s had deno u nced 
rep o rts that the adm inistratio n wo u ld 
attem p t to ex emp t all energy -related 
p ro jects fro m the law. 
The adm inistratio n sto p p ed sho rt o f 
go ing that far, altho u gh its p ackage o f 
p ro p o sals wo u ld delay significantly 
deadlines fo r cleaning u p the air in 
u rban areas. The p ackage also wo u ld 
p ermit, o r ev en 
o rder, 
increased 
bu rning o f co al. 
Bu t in disclo sing the p ro p o sals, 
Ru ssell E. Train, adm inistrato r o f the 
E nv iro nm ental P ro tectio n Agency , 
refu sed to accep t two administratio n 
p ro p o sals — to eliminate the law’s 
p ro tectio n against ex isting clean air 
getting dirtier and to p erm it o n-again-

Head Of Ohio 
Engineers Group

Charles G. Smith, of 145 Montclair 
Ave., has been elected president of the 
Ohio 
Society 
of 
Professional 
Engineers. The 64-year-old engineer 
was sworn in today at the Society’s 
96th Annual Convention, held this year 
in Columbus. 
With a membership of over 4000, 
OSPE 
represents 
professional 
engineers from all engineering 
disciplines throughout Ohio. The group 
is divided into several chapters, all 
tied to the state organization, which in 
turn, is affiliated with the National 
Society of Professional Engineers. 
As the representative body of Ohio 
engineers, OSPE has as its general 
objectives “the advancement of the 
scientific, professional and economic 
interest of the engineer, and the 
maintenance of the integrity of 
professional practice,’’ as outlined in 
its Constitution. 
Smith, currently administrative 
assistant for the Ohio Department of 
Transportation’s Division of Highways 
in Columbus, has set several specific 
goals for OSPE in 1974, evolving 
around these objectives. 
“We’re going to do a lot more lob­ 
bying. In the past, we haven’t been 
consulted to a great length on 
legislation. But the role of the engineer 
is finally being recognized, and now is 
the time for us to be heard,’’ Smith 
says. “We’ve lived within ourselves 
too long.” 
Because engineers haven’t been 
consulted on legislative matters, 
additional problems have resulted, 
according to Smith. 
“Most of our problems are the result 
of solutions,” he remarks, and cites 
the current fuel shortage as one 
example. “Ifs not generally talked 
about, but by switching so much of 
industry’s natural resources from coal 
to oil in order to solve environmental 
problems, we created a fuel shortage,” 
Smith says. “So, you see, what was 
developed as a solution to one problem 
has resulted in several other problems 
of far greater consequence.” 
The engineer plays his crucial role in 
the developing of solutions. That’s why 
his consultation is so important. 
According to Smith, the “catch” 
phrase in the solution of any matter is 
the term “properly engineered.” 
“If properly engineered, almost 
anything is feasible,” he states. “Take 
the Alaska Oil Pipeline, for example. 
Legislators had it bottled up in com­ 
mittee for about two years, debating 
whether or not it was feasible. It 
finally took a forceful act on the part of 
the National Society of Professional 
Engineers to get the thing going. 
“We formed a task force, studied the 
problem, then presented a resolution 
stating that ‘if properly engineered, 
the pipeline would cause no danger to 
the environment.’ Who could quarrel 
with us? Two weeks later the pipeline 
bill was out of committee, on the floor 
and passed, and now everyone’s 
working like mad to gather materials, 
complete the design and do the 
engineering.” 
“We’ve got to do more of that,” 
Smith states emphatically. 
Bunning along these lines is the 
Society’s current push to bring 
engineers in industry under the 
registration law. Labeled as H. B. 388, 
it will require a registered engineer to 
oversee industry manufacturing. 
“It’s wrong to permit a manufac­ 
turer to design and put on the market 
any sort of contraption he pleases that 
looks like a good selling point, but may 
not be soundly engineered,” says 
Smith in explaining the biU. “It’s a 


danger to the public, and we will 
continue to work on the passing of the 
bill.” 
Smith also feels the Society’s 
renewed efforts along the lines of 
registration will help to strengthen 
adherence to existing laws. As he puts 
it, “We finally have some teeth and are 
getting a measure of success out of our 
efforts. The registration laws are 
going to mean something.” 
Included in Smith’s other goals for 
OSPE are activities involving im­ 
proved communication with members. 
“We are an active, going society, and 
we are doing things for engineers. We 
need to let them know of everything we 
do.” An extensive public relations 
program is planned for 1974. “It’s an 
internal program as well as external.” 
It’s clearly evidenced Smith has high 
aspirations for OSPE. In fact, his 
enthusiasms for the 1974 goals are very 
indicative of his character.

Security Net 
Tightened 
For Queen 


LONDON (AP) — Queen Elizabeth 
II returned home today from her state 
visit to Indonesia and found Heathrow 
airport bristling with paratroopers in 
one of the biggest security operations 
ever mounted for a royal arrival. 
Scotland Yard and the British Army 
were taking no chances after Wed­ 
nesday’s kidnap attempt against 
Princess Anne near Buckingham 
Palace, in which four persons were 
shot and wounded. 
Army marksmen were posted on the 
roofs of airport buildings and scores of 
uniformed and plainclothes police 
mingled with the crowds. Motorcycle 
patrolmen covered all roads leading to 
the airport. 
Another security clampdown was 
under way at Cirencester Park in 
Gloucestershire, where Princess Anne 
and her husband Capt. Mark Phillips 
were competing today in the Amberley 
horse trials. 
Police sources said today an 
unidentified person or persons had 
shadowed Princess Anne for several 
days before the kidnap attempt. 
They said Anne’s car was often 
followed to and from Oak Grove 
House, her home at Sandhurst Military 
Academy where Mark is an instructor. 
Once, a man waited in a car outside 
the house for Vh hours before being 
moved on by a policeman. He told the 
officer he was “waiting for a friend.” 
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Urge Contaminated 
Chickens Be Sold 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
The 
Environmental Protection Agency has 
been asked to authorize the marketing 
of up to 22 million chickens con­ 
taminated with dieldrin, a pesticide 
known to cause cancer upon prolonged 
exposure, EPA officials say. 
Dr. William Upholt, EPA chief 
science adviser, said in an interview 
the chickens contain much higher 
dieldrin concentrations than are 
allowed under Agriculture Depart­ 
ment safety guidelines. 
He said the Agriculture Department 
told the affected producers, all in 
Mississippi, that it would order the 
chickens destroyed unless EPA, which 
sets pesticide standards, approves 
their marketing. 
Upholt said marketing the con­ 
taminated chickens “means increased 
risk, no doubt about it” to the con­ 
suming public. 
But he said the health risk would be 
small and must be weighed against the 
economic loss of destroying the 
chickens. 
“No matter what we do, we will be 
wrong, of course,” he said. 
Upholt said representatives of the 
producers and of Mississippi’s 
congressional delegation met with him 
and other EPA officials Friday to 
discuss the problem and ask him to 
permit the sale of the contaminated 
chickens. 
But he said there was no attempt to 
pressure EPA for a favorable decision. 
Upholt said EPA officials would 
meet this weekend and try to reach a 
Budget Bill 
Gives Solons 
Tighter Grip 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
has passed legislation designed to 
enable Congress to get a better grip on 
federal spending. 
But Friday’s WM) vote concealed a 
wide disparity of views as to the 
potential 
effectiveness 
of 
the 
legislation. 
Many conservatives said too much 
was being claimed for the measure. 
One of these, Sen. John L. McClellan, 
D-Ark., Appropriations Committee 
chairman, said he doubted the 
measure would greatly strengthen 
congressional control of the budget. 
The bill is “so fraught with com­ 
plexities it may just be destined to fall 
of its own weight,” McClellan said. 
But Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, D- 
Maine, one of the sponsors of the bill, 
challenged this view. 
He said the final product, developed 
in over a year of work by three com­ 
mittees, is a compromise which some 
conservatives consider too loose and 
some liberals too tight. 
“There is a framework that I think is 
workable,” he insisted. “But it will not 
work unless senators are willing to 
change their style of living in this 
body. 
“It is going to mean that we are 
going to have to keep our noses to the 
grindstone on a 10-month basis each 
year in following these deadlines,” 
Muskie said. 
The bill now will go to conference 
with the House, which passed its 
version last December. 
Under the Senate bill, Congress in 
effect would adopt its own budget each 
year, and thus would not simply make 
some revisions in the president’s 
budget as it does now. 
There are detailed procedures 
designed to see that the legislators live 
within their budget once it has been 
agreed upon. 
The bill also would enable Congress 
to operate much more independently 
on expert information developed by its 
own sources.

WELLSVILLE, Ohio (A P)- One 
person was confirmed dead, and three 
or four persons were reported missing 
after a fire swept through the third 
floor of the Aztec Hotel and Lounge 
here early today. 
Columbiana County Coroner Dr. 
William Kolozsi identified the victim 
as Antonio Sinisgalli, 65, a retired 
railroad worker who lived at the hotel. 
Three or four of 20 guests registered 
at the hotel still had not been ac­ 
counted for, said a spokesman for the 
fire department.

'Alarm Bell' 
Against Cancer 
Said Isolated 


ST. AUGUSTINE, Fla. (AP) - 
Scientists have isolated an alarm bell 
for cancer that promises to help fight 
off the disease. 
Its job is to announce that cancer 
cells have appeared in the body, and 
then to summon scavenger white blood 
cells to attack them. 
The new finding is part of the in­ 
tricate “language” by which body 
cells and systems communicate with 
one another. 
For example, when flu viruses or TB 
germs invade the body, the com­ 
munications systems summon white 
blood cells or antibodies to attack 
them. The viruses or germs are rec­ 
ognized as being foreign bodies. 
Cancer cells also are foreign, or not 
normal. 
One defense against them is 
macrophages, or scavenging or killing 
white blood cells. 
But they need to be told what to 
attack, to be given the alarm. 
And the alarm is sounded by a 
protein substance in blood plasma 
called ‘‘recognition factors,” Dr. 
Nicholas DiLuzio of Tulane Universty 
School of Medicine told a seminar for 
science writers sponsored by the 
American Cancer Society today. 
The recognition factors, abbreviated 
as RF, are found in normal blood. RF 
attracts the macrophages to the 
cancer, because they recognize the 
cancer cells as foreign. In a sense, RF 
say, “Come do your job.” 


Tulane scientists recently isolated 
RF. 
Patients with cancer have much less 
of the RF, they find. The more ad­ 
vanced the disease is, the less the 
amount of RF. But the RF level can 
bounce back if much of the cancer has 
been removed surgically or otherwise 
treated effectively. 
Human cancer patients were studied 
by Drs. Peter Manzell, Herbert 
Ichinose, and R. J. Reed at Tulane. 
Injections of RF into tumors produced 
a reduction in the size of tumors. And 
more macrophages came to the in­ 
jected area. 


An earlier seminar report warned of 
possible cancerous effects from the 
expanding sea of chemicals man has 
spread around the planet in the past 40 
years. 
“The air we breathe contains gasses 
and particles that never before entered 
the human lung. Our food has 
chemicals designed to improve its 
taste, freshness, appearance — but 
which are strange to our intestines, 
livers, kidneys, blood,” the report 
said. 
The researchers cited recent fatal 
cases of liver cancer among workers in 
chemical plants using vinyl chloride as 
examples of the kind of chemical 
threat that goes undetected for a long 
time. The chemical is used in plastics 
and in a propellant in pressurized 
cans.

Oil Policy 


ALGIERS, Algeria (AP) — French 
Foreign Minister Michel Jobert says 
he is surprised the Arab states lifted 
the oil embargo against the United 
States but treated Europe differently. 


His comments were seen as an in­ 
direct call for an end to similar bans 
against the Netherlands and Denmark. 
In an interview Friday with the 
Algerian Press Service, Jobert said he 
would not mention names of countries 
because he did not wish “to take a 
particular case,” but that the different 
treatment “surprises me a little.” 
“If the Arab nations count on Europe 
and want to help Europe — which does 
not have a great cohesion and needs to 
reinforce its cohesion — then at this 
moment this should be taken into 
account in the decisions,” he said. 
Or, he said, the Arabs may feel that 
“Europe is rather unimportant 
especially with relation to the United 
States, and in that case certain inter­ 
pretations might be made on the 
decisions.” Presumably Jobert was 
referring to a possible change in 
France’s pro-Arab foreign policy.

Pickaway County 4-H Club News

The use of an oral vaccine, prepared 
by a veterinarian from a bacterial 
culture collected from the herd to be 
treated, may someday help swine 
producers prevent a complex and 
troublesome disease of baby pigs. The 
technique has proven highly effective 
in trials on Ohio Agricultural Research 
and Development Center test animals 
and is now being field tested in com­ 
mercial herds. 


The disease is called neonatal 
colibacillosis. It’s caused by many 
strains of E. coli bacteria. The disease 
shouldn’t become a major problem 
under good sanitation and 
top 
management. However, the large 
number of susceptible pigs and other 
factors which favor the increase in 
bacterial populations in entensively 
used farrowing houses makes the 
disease a current problem. The 
disease strikes baby pigs very early in 
life with losses ranging up to more 
than 50 per cent, depending on the age 
and vigor of the pigs, the promptness 
of effective treatment, the bacterial 
strains involved, and other factors. 


Producers, 
veterinarians, 
and 
researchers have been wrestling with 
the problem for years. Incidence of the 
disease has increased in modern in­ 
tensive farrowing systems. A number 
of commercial products are marketed 
for vaccinating sows before farrowing, 
but none has proven highly effective. 
OARDC veterinary researcher E M. 
Kohler is encouraged with favorable 
results he’s achieved with an oral 
vaccine developed from one of the 
more virulent strains of E. coli. Live 


bacteria were obtained from a 
diseased pig, purified, and cultured in 
an inexpensive medium. This was 
poured over, or mixed into sow feed for 
3 successive days during the month 
prior to farrowing. 
Immunity to the strain of bacteria 
from which the vaccine was prepared 
was passed through the sow’s milk to 
her nursing pigs. Kohler has tried 
intramuscular injections of the live 
vaccine, but says the oral vaccine is 
much more effective. 
Kohler is confident that the oral 
vaccine works. He wants to evaluate it 
now under all the variables existing in 
commercial herds and determine 
whether or not there is any cross- 
protection against other E. coli 
strains. 
Eventually, he expects the system to 
work this way: a producer noting 
diarrhea in baby pigs would call his 
veterinarian who would diagnose the 
problem himself or with the assistance 
of the state diagnostic laboratory. A 
culture of E coli would be taken from a 
diseased animal, purified, and used to 
produce the oral vaccine. Kohler 
points to the safety of this procedure 
since only E. coli already present in 
the herd are used. 
One point the OARDC veterinarian 
emphasizes is that the first and most 
important way to combat colibacillosis 
is to avoid it by practicing good 
sanitation, eliminating stresses on 
animals caused by poor ventilation or 
chilling, 
and 
following 
good 
management. These steps hould help 
minimize incidence of the disease. The 
vaccination is an additional protective 
measure to assist in disease preven­ 
tion. It should not be regarded as a 
substitute for good management. 


And So It Grows

Vegetable and Flower Plants 
Looks like there will be a shortage of 
vegetable and flower plants, called 
bedding plants, this spring. According 
to Horticulturists Harry K. Tayama 
and William M. Brooks at The Ohio 
State University, high food prices have 
already increased demands for garden 
seed, fertilizers, and bedding plants. 
Plants expected to be in extreme 
shortage include tomato, pepper, and 
onion plants. Flower plants include 
petunia, impatient, begonia, and 
marigold. Geraniums will be short, 
too, due to shortages in clay and 
plastic pots. 
Brooks and Tayama suggest that 
those interested in raising their own 
vegetable and flower gardens this year 
make arrangements for plants early 
and get them out as soon as the chance 
of frost has decreased to IO per cent or 
less. Cool season plants may be 
planted as soon as the soil can be 
prepared. 
Soil Preparation 
For those who have never done any 
gardening, a few tips are in order 
concerning the soil. 
Selecting the garden spot is im­ 
portant. Most homes are landscaped 
with the land sloping from the house to 
a lower waterway type drainage way 
between the houses or to a similar area 
at the back of the lot. Unfortunately, 
most home owners will establish the 
garden spot at the back of the lot or 
along the side in these low, poorly 
drained soils that stay wet and un- 


workable longer that the rest of the 
yard. If this is the only place you can 
establish your garden, better get some 
railroad ties and outline the garden. 
Fill the ties with good soil, thus raising 
your garden spot above the wet area. 
There are few yards that don’t have 
basement clay spread over them. This 
clay is heavy, tight soil that makes it 
difficult to grow plants. To have a good 
garden, one must mix equal amounts 
of organic and inorganic materials and 
spade this mixture into the garden 
spot. Organic materials include such 
things as peat moss, perlite, peanut 
hulls, and leaf mold. Inorganic 
materials are coarse perlite, sand 
(coarse), and calcined Gay. A two to 
three layer of this mixture should be 
worked into the top 6 to 8 inches of your 
garden soil. 
You should not work the soil while it 
is wet, however, because this will ruin 
the soil for a long time to come. Check 
soil for wetness by occasionally turn­ 
ing over a spadeful. If it breaks up 
easily, it is dry enough to work. 
Once you have applied organic and 
inorganic mixture to the soil, have a 
soil test made. Supplies and in­ 
formation for taking samples are 
available at your local County 
Extension Office.

Good Soil Is A Must 
For Spring Gardening

High food prices, no doubt, will force 
many home 
owners to plant “in­ 
flation” gardens this spring. There will 
be less backyard grass to mow and 
more garden plants to care for, ac­ 
cording 
to 
Harry K. Tayama, 
Floriuculturist, and William M. 
Brooks, Horticulturist, both of the Ohio 
State University. 


The specialists point out that gar­ 
deners should avoid low, wet areas in 
the yard such as drainage ways built to 
the landscape when the house was 
constructed. Select a well-drained 
area or use 
railroad ties filled with 
good soil to raise your garden 
spot 
above the wet area. 


To the experienced gardener, 
conditioning and preparing the garden 
soil is no new undertaking. But to the 
newcomer, these steps in successful 
gardening must be given proper at­ 
tention. Arrangements for soil con­ 
ditioning materials must be made now, 
Tayama and Brooks say. 
Most garden soils are extremely 


heavy and certain materials must be 
worked into these soils to make them 
porous and friable. Materials to use 
are peat moss, perlite, peanut hulls, 
and leaf mold. These are organic in 
nature. Inorganic materials include 
coarse perlite, coarse sand, and 
calcined clay, available under dif­ 
ferent trade names. 
Mix equal 
amounts of organic and inorganic 
materials and apply a layer of this 
mixture 2 to 3 inches deep over the 
garden area. Then spade or till the 
layer of materials into your garden soil 
6 to 8 inches deep. 
Do not work the soil while it is wet. 
Apply organic and inorganic mixture 
and work it into the soil only when the 
garden is dry. If the soil does not break 
up easily when spaded, or if a handful 
of squeezed soil does not bread up 
when dropped, the soil is too wet to 
work. 
Once you have applied the soil 
conditioning materials, and worked 
them into the garden soil, get a soil test 
made. Materials and information for 
taking soil samples are available 
through your local 
Cooperative 
Extension Service Office.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The annual 
cost of a market basket of U.S. farm- 
produced groceries jumped 3.1 per 
cent or a rate of $1 a week per 
household from January to February, 
according to government figures 
announced Thursday. 
It had gained 1.8 per cent or $30 from 
December to January on an annual 
basis. 
Administration 
officials, 
however, insist consumers have seen 
the worst of 1974 food price increases. 
According to Bureau of Labor 
Statistics consumer figures, the an­ 
nual cost of a market basket for a 
theoretical household of 3.2 persons 
was $1,732 in February, based upon a 
3.1 per cent rise. The January rate was 
$1, 680 annually, meaning the gain in 
one month was $52. 
Market basket statistics are kept by 
the Agriculture Department, based 
upon Labor Department statistics 
expected to be available next week. 
The computations were made unof­ 
ficially from consumer price index 
figures announced Thursday.

Did you know that it takes an 
average of 18 seconds for a tractor 
pulling two wagons to enter and clear 
the highway — ll seconds when pulling 
only one wagon? 
During these 18 seconds at 50 miles 
per hour, a motorist will travel more 
than one-quarter of a mile. 
“These are facts,” says W. E. 
Stuckey, Extension Leader, Safety, 
The Ohio State University. “We 
average 36 tractor deaths per year in' 
Ohio and one-fifth of Ohio tractor 
deaths occur on the highway,” he says. 
To avoid highway tractor deaths, 
heed the following IO lifesavers: 
1. Be courteous; others have rights, 
too. 
2. Allow only reliable, competent 
operators to drive tractors and other 
farm equipment on the highway. 
3. Don’t drive on the highway during 
periods of heavy motor vehicle travel. 
4. Use the roadway or berm — not 
both. One wheel off and one wheel on 
the road is dangerous. 
5. Never drive left of center. 
6. Do not direct traffic past you on 
the highway. Pull off the roadway and 
allow cars to pass when several are 
backed up behind you. 
7. Protect yourself by having a 
tractor and farm machines properly 
identified with a bright, slow moving 
vehicle (SMC) emblem and lights. 
8. Use caution when pulling onto or 
crossing the highway. 
9. Do not carry extra passengers on 
farm equipment. 
10. It is your responsibility to signal 
any change in direction.

Guard Accused Of Stealing 
Pen Inmates' Property 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A 
Southern Ohio Corrections Facility 
official testified Friday that guards 
stole prisoners’ belongings following a 
cell-by-cell shakedown last summer. 
James Schotten, associate su­ 
perintendent, told the Sundry Claims 
Board the items were taken from 
boxes in the gymnasium, where the 
possessions had been stored tem­ 
porarily. 
Only guards could get a key from a 
guard station where an attendant was 
on duty to get into the area, he said. 
The inmates were locked in their cells. 
The items included radios, guitars 
and tape players and were taken from 
the cells following a July 24 incident in 
which two guards were shot and killed. 
The possessions were placed in 
boxes and put in the gym preparatory 
to mailing them to inmates’ homes or 
turning them over to friends and rela­ 
tives, Schotten said. 
Schotten said a later inventory to 
determine what items could be given 
back to the prisoners revealed some 


boxes had been broken into "by person 
or persons unknown.” 
“We found, frankly, a few crooked 
employes,” he added. 
One guard was found with an in­ 
mate’s watch, he said, and another had 
a prisoner’s phonograph records. Both 
guards were fired and charges filed 
against them, he said. 
The claims board is studying 165 
claims against the state for lost or 
stolen items. A committee of prison 
officials screened the claims before 
they were forwarded to the board. 
The board will go to the prison April 
22-23 to study the claims further. 
William Weisenberg, administrative 
assistant to Corrections Director 
Bennett J. Cooper, said he would 
provide the board with a legal basis for 
state payment. 
The board can make payments up to 
$1,000 on its own. Those over $1,000 are 
put into a bill and voted upon by the 
General Assembly.

LIMA, Ohio (AP) — Ford Motor 
Co.’s four-cylinder engine assembly 
line, is adding one shift per day and 
recalling 150 workers who had been 
laid off, the firm announced today. 
The change becomes effective 
Monday, the Ford spokesman said. 
Three weeks ago, the plant added 
second shifts to its six-cylinder engine 
line. 
The spokesman said he couldn’t 
estimate the number of workers still 
on layoff as a result of previous 
production cutbacks on larger-engine 
lines but that Monday’s recalls would 
raise the current work force to nearly 
4,000 persons. That’s about IOO above 
the average total last year, he added.

Almost lost in the maze of scientific 
experimentation, heart transplants 
and other great medical achievements 
is a tiny item that truly deserves to be 
included in hopeful news in medicine. 
It is now four years since the vaccine 
against rubella, or German measles, 
was first distributed. 
It is acknowledged that German 
measles contracted by pregnant 
women is responsible for a vast 
number of severe birth defects, in­ 
cluding cerebral palsy. 
The Disease Control Center in 
Atlanta, Ga., reported more than 
25,000 cases of rubella in the United 
States in 1972. 
These figures are 50 per cent less 
than the number reported in the years 
from 1967 to 1971. 
Only 33 cases of congenital rubella 
birth defects were reported in 1972. 
This, too, represented a drop of more 
than 50 per cent from previous years. 
The vaccine is safe, available and 
effective. No child anywhere in the 
world should be deprived of its 
benefits. With proper immunization, 
birth defects traceable to rubella can 
be eliminated. 


A new drug being used against 
gonorrhea in Norway is being highly 
praised by those who are trying it. 
Dr. H.V. Svindland, of the Public 
Health Department, says that the 
drug, sulfa methoxazole, has a rate of 
cure of 99 per cent. 
Boyle Trial 
Set Monday 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) - The 
Pennsylvania Supreme Court has set 
the stage for former United Mine 
Workers President W.A. “Tony” Boyle 
to go on trial Monday for allegedly 
plotting to kill a UMW rival. 
The

on 
Friday 
unanimously turned down appeals by 
Boyle’s lawyers to delay the start of 
the trial scheduled Monday in 
Delaware County Court in Media. 
Boyle, 72 years old and in poor 
health, is charged by the state with 
murder in the 1969 deaths of Joseph 
"Jock” Yablonski and Yablonski’s 
wife and daughter. 
Defense lawyers claimed on Friday 
that the state charges were defective 
because they also included conspiracy 
charges. But the seven justices of the 
Supreme Court granted a motion by 
special prosecutor Richard Sprague to 
quash the appeal. 
Chief Justice Benjamin Jones signed 
the unanimous order. 
Defense lawyer Charles F. Moses of 
Billings, Mont., also questioned the 
legality of Boyle’s arraignment last 
Dec. 21 in Washington, Pa., when U.S. 
marshals—before taking Bioyle to the 
prison hospital in Springfield, Mo. — 
made a special stop-over in Penn­ 
sylvania. 
Moses said that by using a writ of 
habeas corpus, instead of proceeding 
under the Uniform Detainer Act, the 
state violated Boyle’s constitutional 
right to challenge the transfer. 
Sprague defended the writ as proper, 
argued that it was the legal route 
federal officials wanted to take, and 
said that “such procedure is used in 50 
per cent of cases involving prisoners in 
federal jurisdiction who are sought by 
states for prosecution.” 
Hodgson To Be 
Sent To Japan 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Former 
Labor Secretary James D. Hodgson 
will be nominated by President Nixon 
as U.S. ambassador to Japan, the 
White House says. 
Hodgson would succeed Robert S. 
Ingersoll, who left the Tokyo post four 
months ago to become assistant 
secretary of state for East Asian and 
Pacific affairs. 


Hodgson, 58, had been a senior vice 
president at Lockheed Aircraft Corp. 
since resigning as labor secretary in 
1973. He must be confirmed by the Sen­ 
ate.

Legislative Report

This week the House of Represen­ 
tatives approved legislation reforming 
Ohio's campaign financing laws, 
allowing closer public scrutiny of the 
practices and preocedures used to 
finance election campaigns in this 
state. 
The bill makes many improvements 
in Ohio’s present campaign financing 
law, some of which are of particular 
importance. Candidates and their 
campaign committees are required by 
the legislation to disclose the amounts 
and sources of contributions before as 
well as after the election. This will 
allow citizens to know where a can­ 
didate’s campaign funds are coming 
from before they vote. 
Under the legislation all con­ 
tributions to a candidate would be 
handled by a single campaign com­ 
mittee, preventing the practice of 
spreading and hiding contributions 
among several committees. 
Ceilings are established on the 
amounts that can be spent in cam­ 
paigns for state and local office. The 
ceilings range from $1.5 million for 
Governor or U. S. Senator to several 
hundred dollars for a school board 
member. 
Under the legislation public em­ 
ployees cannot be made to contribute 
to a “ flower fund’’ as a condition for 
continued employment. Contractors 
cannot be awarded, except through 
competitive bidding, to any business 
whose owner contributed more than 
$1,000 to the campaign of the of­ 
ficeholder responsible for the contract. 
Cash contributions are limited by the 
measure to no more than $100 by any 
individual to any campaign for any 
election. An Ohio Elections Com­ 
mission is established to enforce the 
Budget 
Plan Studied 


WASHINGTON (A P) — The Senate 
is nearing passage of a far-reaching 
budget reform bill revising drastically 
the way Congress deals with federal 
spending. 
Sponsors contend it would enable 
Congress for the first time in the 
modem era of multibillion dollar 
budgets to act intelligently on annual 
budgets and to put some controls on 
spending. 
Conservatives contend the measure 
is too weak to be effective. But, in four 
days of debate, they have lost con­ 
sistently in efforts to toughen it. 
Both sides agree that the bill, 
scheduled to be voted on today, will be 
passed overwhelmingly. 
The bill would create a new Senate 
Budget 
Committee 
and 
a 
Congressional Office of the Budget to 
give Congress far more information 
than it now has on spending programs 
and tax revenues. 
But the heart of the measure would 
set up new procedures under which 
Congress, in effect, would adopt its 
own budget each year in place of the 
one submitted by the President. 
The bill would change the govern­ 
ment’s fiscal year to begin Oct. I in­ 
stead of July I to give Congress three 
additional months to make the new 
process work.

new campaign financing laws. The 
five-member commission would be 
comprised of four individuals ap­ 
pointed by the Secretary of State and 
one individual selected by those four. 
If the Senate agrees to House 
changes in the bill, and the measure is 
signed by the Governor, the provisions 
of the legislation could cover the 
November general elections. 
Enactment of the legislation will 
place Ohio among the ten states with 
strong campaign financing laws. 


legislation which bans drilling for 
oil and gas in Ieke Erie until July I, 
1978 was approved by the House this 
week. This measure extends the 
present ban on such drilling for four 
more years. 
Eleven million people depend on 
Lake Erie for drinking water. 
Scientists testified that oil or gas leaks, 
if of sufficient volume and if un­ 
detected, could adversely affect water 
supplies of major Ohio cities within 24 
hours. 
Other states, including New York, 
Pennsylvania, and Michigan have 
adopted a policy banning drilling in 
Lake Erie. Only I per cent of Ohio’s 
total energy needs could be met by 
such exploration and it would probably 
take twenty years to develop that 
potential. 


The House this week passed without 
a 
dissenting 
vote 
legislation 
overhauling Ohio’s probate laws which 
deal with wills and estates. 
The bill makes over IOO changes in 
existing law, many of which will 
benefit consumers. For example, the 
measure allows a house and one acre 
of land to be transferred without being 
subject to Ohio’s inheritance tax. 
Under present law, one-half the value 
of all real estate is taxed. The new 
provision will be of special benefit to 
small homeowners. 
The major changes included those 
providing that: 
Where there is a spouse and only one 
child, and no will, the first $10,000 plus 
one-half of the estate would go to the 
spouse, the remainder to the child; 
Where there is a surviving spouse 
and more than one child and no will, 
the spouse would receive the first 
$10,000 plus one-third of the balance of 
the estate, with the remainder going to 
the children; 
Where there is a surviving spouse 
and one or more parents of the 
deceased, the spouse receives the 
entire estate. 
The measure now goes to the Senate 
for its consideration.

The U. S. Congress 
changed Veterans Day to the fourth 
Monday in October effective last year. 
But, many veterans have continued to 
observe the holiday on November ll, 
the actual date the World War I ar­ 
mistice was signed. 
The Ohio House of Representatives 
and Senate have approved legislation 
restoring November ll as Veterans 
Day. If approved by the Governor, the 
legislation would take effect in 90 days, 
in time for this year’s observance of 
the holiday. 


Breakout

NEW YORK (AP) - Three accused 
bank robbers trying to break out of the 
Federal House of Detention surren­ 
dered today and released four captive 
guards after winning a promise of 
amnesty 
during

negotiations. 
Using guns sneaked through an 
outside window Thursday night, the 
inmates had planned a violent escape, 
according to the warden of the holding 
facility for federal prisoners in lower 
Manhattan. 
But they abandoned a breakout after 
foreseeing failure, Warden Louis J. 
Gengler told newsmen shortly after 
the prisoners gave up at 9 a.m. In­ 
stead, they corralled seven guards, 
three of whom managed to escape. 
Gustave Weiss, lawyer for one of the 
inmates, said that U.S. Atty. Paul J. 
Curran had informed him that the men 
would not be prosecuted for the escape 
attempt “as long as the men surren­ 
dered and the guards were not in­ 
jured.” Curran said the bank robbery 
charges would stand. 
The three men were identified by 
federal officials as Ernest Moore, John 
Boston and Stephen Chin.

The Am erican Legion and its 
Auxiliary initiated and supported 
legislation to extend benefits under 
Title ll of the Social Security act to 
unmarried sons and daughters of a 
deceased, disabled or retired parent 
and in some instances, grandsons, and 
granddaughters who continued their 
education on a full time bases beyond 
age 18. 


The legislation adopted by the 89th 
congress, 1st Session, provides for the 
continuance of benefits while 
at­ 
tending all 
schools, colleges and 
universities which are public or ac­ 
credited. During the school year 1973- 
74, an estimated 646,000 students in the 
18-22 age group will receive a total of 
$855 million in benefit payments. 


This source represents more funds to 
assist students to futher their 
education than there are scholarships 
at all colleges and universities in the 
United States. Students eligible for the 
1973-74 school year for Ohio was 29,400. 
Where students have continued their 


education beyond age 18 following the 
termination 
of 
their 
benefits 
retroactive allowances up to one year 
will be available. In some instances 
back payments in excess of $2,000 
could be secured to meet educational 
expenses. 
For futher information students 
should see their guidance counselor or 
contact the representative of the Social 
Security Office serving the com­ 
munity.

Shadow car crashed and burned 
during practice at the Kyalami Cir­ 
cuit, scene of the March 30 South 
African Grand Prix.

NEW YORK (AF) - The 
Public Broadcasting Service 
is running a unique television 
experiment that’s 
literally 
out of this world. And it could 
radically change the way 
PBS stations get national 
programs. 
The agency is using a Cana­ 
dian satellite to relay TV 
shows 
from 
Canada 
to 
selected PBS stations hooked 
up to a mobile ground ter­ 
minal. The stations, 18 in all, 
are in the Northeast and 
Midwest. 
None of the programs are 
rebroadcast. 
The 
ex­ 
periment, which began at 
WETA in Washington, D.C., 
Feb. 19 and will end May 3 at 
KDIN in Des Moines, Iowa, 
only aims at checking the 
quality of the satellite signal 
at the various locations. 
The test was ordered in 
January as part of a study on 
the use of a satellite as a pos­ 
sible alternative method of 
linking PBS’ 244 stations. The 
stations, like their com­ 
mercial 
network 
coun­ 
terparts, now get most of 
their national programs over 
costly land lines. 
The Canadian 
satellite 
transmission 
system, 
in 
operation since early 1973, is 
being used because the first 
U.S. domestic satellite won’t 
go into operation until this 
summer, PBS officials say. 
The ground terminal, a 25- 
foot dish-shaped antenna 
mounted on a van, is being 
shifted from station to station 
for the test. Today it’s sched­ 
uled to be at WEDH in Hart­ 
ford, Conn. 
But if the satellite system is 
adopted, PBS officials say 
they’d probably try to get a 
ground terminal installed at 
each public TV station or at 
the headquarters of state 


public TV networks. 
How’s the quality of the 
satellite signal so far? 
“Very good, 
bearing in 
mind the satellite is beamed 
toward Canada and not the 
U.S.,” says John Ball, a PBS 
engineering executive who is 
overseeing the satellite study. 
If PBS adopted the system, 
how long would it be before 
public TV stations get their 
shows by satellite? 
“It’s conceivable that we 
could be on a satellite in three 
or four years, depending on 
how fast the 
PBS board 
wanted to go and whether it 
was economically attractive 
or not,” Ball said.

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1974 RECP Program 
Announced By Mowery 


The 1974 Rural Environm ental 
Conservation Program (RECP) for 
Pickaway County has been announced 
by Galen Mowery, chairman of the 
Pickaw ay 
County 
Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation Ser­ 
vice. 
The 1974 RECP Program does not 
include drainage practices for tile or 
open ditches. It will include practices 
such as establishing perm anent 
vegetative cover, improving per­ 
manent vegetative cover, planting 
trees, improving a stand of forest 
trees, ponds, strip-cropping, terrace 
system s, diversions, stream bank 
stabilization, perm anent wildlife 
habitat, sod waterways, structures to 
prevent erosion and windbreaks. 
The key word in the 1974 RECP 
Program is Erosion. To be eligible for 
any of the practices listed, a deter­ 
mination will need to be made by Soil 
Conservation Service that an erosion 
problem exists and the practice is 
needed to solve this problem. 
Chairman Mowery stated that 1974 
RECP Program has three distinct 
categories. They are: I. The Long­ 
term Program ; 
2. 
The Annual 
Program ; 3. Forestry Incentive 
Program. 
The Long Term Programs will in­ 
clude several of the practices listed to 
be carried out over a period of three to 
IO 
years 
to 
correct 
an 
erosion 
problem. Such conservation will be 
carried out with the aid and assistance 
of the Soil Conserv ation Service Office. 
A conservation plan of operation is 
needed before an application for a 
Long Term Program can be made. 
Applications must be made on or 
before April 5,1974 to be considered for 


the Long-term Program in 1974. 
The Annual Program will include the 
same conservation practices listed and 
will be completed in 1974. The sign up 
for these practices can be accepted 
through the year. However, the 
practices must be completed this year. 
Therefore, applications should be 
made as soon as possible. A con­ 
servation plan of operation, prepared 
by the Soil Conservation Service is 
needed for the Annual Program. 
The Forestry Incentive Program 
will be used in 22 Southeastern Ohio 
Counties. Pickaway County is not 
included in this group. Trees can be 
planted under this program in the 
county if they produce forest products 
and improve protection against wind 
or water erosion. 
Mowery pointed out that final ap­ 
provals cannot be made until definite 
plans have been made to complete the 
work. Farmers should not make ap­ 
plications unless they intend to do the 
work in 1974. 
Federal cost sharing for the 1974 
RECP will vary from 50 percent to 75 
percent depending of the practice 
requested.

A conservation plan of operation 
is needed to complete your application 
for both the Long-term and Annual 
practices.

Clean Air Delays 
Studied By Solons 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Nixon 
adm inistration’s m ajor legislative 
proposals to save fuel by delaying 
clean-air deadlines have received an 
initially mild reception in Congress al­ 
though a fight may develop later. 
After the administration disclosed 
Friday its package to amend the 1970 
Clean Air Act, Sen. Edmund Muskie, 
D-Maine, chairman of a key en­ 
vironment subcommittee, said the new 
legislation could have been far worse. 
He noted reports that the White House 
planned even further efforts to relax 
the law. 
The National Clean Air Coalition, an 
environmental group, said the ad­ 
m inistration was proposing “ un-, 
necessary weakening of the Clean Air 
Act.” But earlier in the week, con­ 
servation groups had denounced 
reports that the administration would 
attempt to exempt all energy-related 
projects from the law. 
The administration stopped short of 
going that far, although its package of 
proposals would delay significantly 
deadlines for cleaning up the air in 
urban areas. The package also would 
permit, or even order, increased 
burning of coal. 
But in disclosing the proposals, 
Russell E. Train, administrator of the 
Environm ental Protection Agency, 
refused to accept two administration 
proposals — to eliminate the law’s 
protection against existing clean air 
getting dirtier and to permit on-again- 
off-again use of antipollution equip­ 
ment depending on the weather. Train 
said these suggestions were sent to 
Congress as issues for consideration 
but not as formal proposals. 
But later, Erie Zausner, a Federal 
Energy Office official, said the ad­ 
ministration wants the whole package 
adopted despite Train’s opposition to 
the two proposals. 
The proposals would postpone for 
two years total compliance with 
automobile antipollution standards. 
They would allow cities having dif­ 
ficulty with transportation control 
plans to delay for five and up to IO 
years their compliance with clean-air

standards. 
Under the proposals, the President 
would be authorized to require some 
power plants on a case-by-case basis to 
burn coal instead of oil or gas until 1980 
as long as they don’t violate air quality 
standards protecting health. This 
would suspend standards designed to 
protect the environment. 
In a statement, Muskie said the 
proposals “do not do the damage to the 
law that some in the administration 
would have proposed.” But he said his 
total attitude about the package re­ 
m ains negative because the ad­ 
ministration wants to expand the scope 
of emergency energy bills.
